I have felt for some time 
that the citizens of Letcher 
County should be informed 
of the assistance which we are 
receiving from the State 
Highway Department for our 
roads in the county and I feel 
that we would be very un- 
grateful indeed if we failed to 
express our appreciation to 
those who are responsible for 
this assistance. Work is al- 
ready far advanced on the fol- 
lowing roads:

I believe I am correct in 
saying that this is more money 
than we have received from 
state funds for all previous 
years for road purposes. This 
amount of course is exclusive 
of rural highway funds. The 
Rural Highway Department is 
required by law to spend so 
much each year in each coun- 
ty. 

In addition to the above as- 
sistance I have a letter from 
J. Stephen Watkins, Commis- 
sioner of Highways, dated 
August 7th, which states in 
part, concerning the Cowan 
Creek, Kings Creek, Linefork 
road: ; 


“This project is included in 
this year’s Federal Aid sec- 
ondary program. The sum of 
$100,000.00 has been set up for 
this construction. 


“The date when we can get 
the work under way will de- 
pend upon the completion of 
the survey and plans, upon 
their approval by the Federal 
engineers, and upon the secur- 
ing of the right-of-way by the 
county. You may be assured 
that we will do everything pos- 
sible to expedite this work,” 


The above proposed project 
is on the Federal-State system, 
the expense of which will be 
borne equally by the State and 
Federal Government. If this 
project is let to contract this 
fiscal year it will mean that 
Letcher County has received 
during one fiscal year the sum 
of $430,377.05, the most of 
which has come from the State 
Highway Department at 
Frankfort.

“Natience toward Russia with- 
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out appeasement” is the admon- 
ition given to America by Dr. 
Ralph W. Sockman, of Christ 
Church, New York City, recently 
returned from a visit to Russia 
as head of the American Society 
for Russian Relief, “In our ef- 
forts to get a better understand- 
ing of Russia we feel baffled by 
the iron curtain,’ he says. “On 
their side, they claim to be 
thwarted by our misrepresenta- 
tion of their facts . , . America 
claims to be a Christian nation. 
Now is the time to show it in 
our relations with a nation which 
became disillusioned with a cer- 
tain form of perverted Christian- 
ity, To be Christian, America 
does not need to acquiesce softly 
to Russia’s acquiesitive demands. 
But America to be Christian 
must bend every effort to sus- 
tain the godly idea of one world 
through strengthening the Uni- 
ted Nations lest we drift into the 
devilish idea of two worlds. And 
let every American who calls 
himself a Christian turn a deaf 
ear to the whisper that now is 
the time to start dropping atomic 
bombs on Russia because war is 
inevitable, If we believe in 
Christ, we must believe that 
wars are not inevitable.” 


CRUSADING CALL TO 
SAVE THE HOMELESS 

Issuing a crusading call to 
save the homeless, sick and 
starving peoples of Greece, 
Spyros P. Skouras, national pres- 
ident of the Greek War Relief 
Association, urged 1032 repre- 
sentatives from American and 
Canadian communities to mobi- 
lize at Chicago’s Palmer House, 
October 19th and 20th to launch 
the Association’s $12,000,000 fund 
raising campaign, 

“Only a modern crusade fought 
efficiently”, said Skouras, “can 
save Greece’s $375,000 war or- 
phans, can ease the pain of 3 
million stricken with malaria 
and tuberculosis, or feed almost 
2 million stunted children. These 
tragic victims now depend on 
UNRRA, but come December— 
when that agency ceases relief 
operations—their only hope is 
the Greek War Relief Associa- 
tion. We must be ready and 
armed to assume many of these 
tasks; if we fail, Greece and her 
peoples face certain annihila- 
tion.” 

Sketching how Greek War 
Relief proposed meeting this 
challenge, he stated that ‘‘the 
Association would construct 40 
modern rural health centers this 
year, These will knit the 423 
community clinics and 22 mobile}! 
medical units now operated by 
GWRA into an efficient public 
health system for destroyed 
Greece. Funds likewise would 
house, feed and educate 375,000 
war orphans; and provide 
warm, noonday meal to more 
than a million malnourished 
school children,

“With a near record supply 
of milk coming from the na- 
tion’s dairy farms, consump: 
tion of dairy products this 
year will nearly equal that of 
1945 when more than 60,000,- 
000,000 quarts were consum- 
ed,” said G. W. Diehl, head of 
A & P Food Stores national 
dairy department. “A 22 per 
cent increase in per capita 
consumption of milk during 
the war years helped over- 
come the loss of nutrition 
caused by curtailed supplies 
of fats and oils and helped 
bring about the nation’s high 
nutritional wartime levels.” 

An increased supply of most 


cheese products is now avail-| 


able in many sections of the 
country and, other milk prod- 
ucts are expected to be ‘ade 
quate during the fall and win- 
er months, Diehl said. 

These products contain 
nearly 14 per cent of the cal- 
ories, 24 per cent of the pro- 
teins, 18 per cent of the fats, 
74 per cent of the calcium and 
45 per cent of the riboflavin 
consumed by the average in- 
dividual. 

The pioneering efforts of 
food chains in developing a 
streamlined distribution sys- 
tem, Diehl said, have made 
possible the quick gnovement 
of milk and milk products 
from dairy centers to densely 
populated consumer areas.

the UN, has just proposed a 
program for sharing our sugar 
supply with other nations for 
years to come. 

The Tolley program is not 
a famine relief program. It is 
a plan to raise the normal con- 
sumption of sugar in other 
countries at the expense, and 
through the sacrifice, of the 
people of the United States. 

Specifically, Tolley propos- 
es that by the year 1950 the 
total American supply of 
sugar (and syrups) should be 
depressed by 12 6-10 per cent 
under the total pre-war con- 
sumption. And this despite 
the fact that our population in 
1950 is expected to be 13,500,- 
000 more than in 1940. 

The Tolley plan would keep 
you on a wartime basis years 
after the peace. How would 
you like that? 

Sugar is indispensable for a 
well-balanced American diet. 
Without it you would not have 
most of the canned foods and 
preserves, a large amount of 
canned milk, ice cream, candy, 
soft drinks, cakes and pies, 
and many other foods. Most 
cereals and many fresh fruits 
are unpalatable without sugar. 
Millions of Americans today 
are obliged to use saccharine 

(a coal tar product having no 
food value) in their coffee. 

Millions of dollars worth of 
fruits in the United States 
have gone to waste because of 
sugar shortage. Farming 
communities have suffered 
not only the loss of fruit but 
the food values that the can- 
ned or preserved fruit would 
have given. 

Housewives cannot prepare 
satisfactory meals or dotheir 
baking without an adequate 
supply of sugar. 

Labor in the food process- 
ing industry has*been thrown 
out of work because of the 
sugar shortage. 

Sugar has been dished out 
liberally by our Government 
to foreign nations who nor- 
mally do not secure their sup- 
plies in the Western Hemis- 
phere. In many cases you are 
paying the bill for the sugar 
you did not get but which 
went elsewhere. 

This year the United States 
Government approved the al- 
location of hundreds of thou- 
sands of tons of sugar from 
our sources of supply for 
movement abroad. Some of 
this sugar went to countries 
behind the so-called “Iron 
Curtain”. Although we pray 
most fervently to the contrary, 
shipping sugar and other ma- 
terials into countries behind 
that. “Iron Curtain” could be 
the same thing as our sending 
scrap iron and oil to Japan in 
the days before World War II. 

Relief for famine is one 
thing. But appeasement nev- 
er succeeds whether the ap- 
peased is friend or foe. 

The total production of 
sugar in 1947 in those areas 
normally supplying the Uni- 
ted States wil be tremendous 
—over 9,000,000 tons. How 
much of it will you get? And 
how much will our Washing- 
ton bureaucrats send to other 
shores. 

The question before the Am- 
erican people today is wheth- 
er our sugar supplies should

This has pre- 
sented a perfect opportunity to 
a few men in Washington to 
tell us what we shall eat, what 
we shall wear, and how in gen- 
eral we shall conduct every 
detail of our lives. As a free 
people, we should throw off 
the horse collar so firmly fix- 
ed around our neck. 

The production of the Uni- 
ted States and that which it 
buys belongs to the American 
people and not to a handful of 
bureaucrats. The gréat mass- 
es in America earn what they 
get by sweat and toil. 

Americans should stop act- 
ing like slaves. 

Americans must speak their 
mind and express their will to 
their elected Washington rep- 
resentatives, including the 
President. 

The American people, 


think and believe to their elec- 
ted representatives in Wash- 
ington and the President, can 
control the amount of sugar 
that is to be retained by us at 
home and the amount that is 
to be distributed abroad. 

Here, plainly, we have 
situation where 140,000,000 
people want and need more 
sugar and have a right to de 
mand more sugar. Consequent- 
ly, an outraged public should 
demand of their elected repre- 
sentatives that steps be taken 
now to put an éhd to this 
shameful sugar shortage in 
1947. 

If every American will make 
his desires known to his repre- 
sentatives in Washington, 
more sugar will be available 
for him in 1947 and then in 
1948 we should have a fuil 
sugar bowl. 

The power under which our 
sugar has been disposed of ar-

Mud-—Dust—Snow 
Menace Country 


Roads 


Washington, D. C., Oct.21— 
Country roads are 
the year round when they are 
without all-weather surface, 
Charles M. Upham, engineer- 
director, American Road 
Builders’ Association, pointed 
out in speaking to a group of 
county highway officials at 
ARBA headquarters here to- 
day. 

Mud in the Spring and Fall, 
dust in Summer and snow in 
Winter greatly reduce the ef- 
ficiency of the vital “life lines” 
between Aimerica’s 6,000,000 
farms and the cities they feed. 
Yet only 49 per cent of the 
nation’s 1,928,000 miles of 
rural roads have such surfac- 
es, Mr. Upham stated. 


“Snow is one element that 
does not affect the entire 
country, but in those states 
that have no snow removal 
problem, highway officials 
must contend with mud dur- 
ing the Winter months,” Mr. 
Upham went on. “It is essen- 
tial that snow be removed at 


buses, milk deliveries and oth- 
er processes to go on unimped- 
ed. Snowbound highways 
also affect the community in 
an economic way through 
lowered gas revenues, held up 
store deliveries, damaged 
cars ‘and other ways. In the 
Northern states, snow is an 
important matter on secondary 
roads, 

“Dust is not only annoying 
to the farmer and the hay- 
fever sufferer—it is an added 
expense, “the engineer-direc- 


tor continued. “Road studies

“This 
means that at a certain time

able,” declared the speaker. 
He went on to say that of the 
total, 653,000 were graded and 
drained, 752,000 miles were 
unimproved, and 232,000 miles 
were primitive trails. 

“From these appalling’ fig- 
ures, it will be seen that many 
thousand rural. dwellers can 
be actually marooned during 
certain seasons of the year by 
the three highway menaces >f 
mud, dust and snow. In plan- 
ning primary highways and 
urban improvements, the 
plight of those who live on 
should be remembered,” Mr. 
Upham concluded.

My job for Kentucky’s news- 
papers is like that of a sorghum 
maker who boils barrels of cane 
juice down to gallons of molass- 
es. I am supposed to reduce vol- 
uminous information to brief and 
simple articles that can be read 
in five to ten minutes and digest- 
ed as readily. So that is what I 
am doing with the Committee for 
Kentucky’s repcrt on farm hous- 
ing, And, being a farmer my- 
self, I am going to give you the 
story, not from the viewpoint of 
a learned investigator employed 
by the Committee, but from the 
angle of a guy who wears bro- 
gans and corduroys six days a 
week and is familiar with all 
kinds of country houses; from 
shacks unfit for human _ habita- 
tion to homes with electric 
lights, running water, bathrooms 
and refrigerators. 


o 

Statistics show that rural Ken- 
tucky does not need a big in- 
crease in the number of houses, 
because residences on farms usu- 
ally correspond to the number 
of families in the country. What 
we need is better houses, And 
the main task of all rural better- 


ment agencies is not to treat 


farm housing from an academic 
standpoint at all but to work 
from the ground, as it were. 


The Committee for Kentucky’s 
survey, dividing the state into 
nine districts, shows that about 
40 per cent of the rural homes in 
the State are in need of repairs. 
Twenty-four per cent should be 
enlarged, That many are over- 
crowded.

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Do We Need A New 


State Constitution? 


We Are Living Under 1946 Con- 
ditions and By An 1891 Con- 
stitution; Complicated to Live 
Under, Complicated Even to 
Revise. 

Every four years the people 
of the United States elect a 
President; every two years 
they elect members of Con- 
gress; but in Gentucky there 
is an election every Novem- 
ber without fail. Why should 
we have twice as many gen- 


eral elections in Kentucky as' 
‘in other states? 


The answer 
lies in a peculiar provision of 
our state constitution, which 
does not permit state and local 
officials to be elected in the 
same years as Federal officials. 
This means twice as many 
trips to the polls for individ- 
ual voters, and twice as much 
expense to the taxpayer in 
holding elections. 

In November this year, Ken- 
tucky voters will choose one 
Senator and nine members of 
the House of Representatives 
to speak for them in Washing- 
ton on vital questions of jobs, 
peace, prices, strikes, control 
of atomic energy, and many 
other problems. A year later, 
in November 1947, the voters 
of Kentucky will have a 
chance to express their opin- 
ion on the need for a new state 
constitution. 

Civil War Laws 

Our present state constitu- 
tion was adopted in 1891. Most 
of its framers spent their for- 
mative years before the Civil 
War, and wrote into the docu- 
ment provisions that were out 
of date almost as soon as they 
were adopted. It is filled with 
detailed restrictions which 
hamper the transaction of 
modern state business in an 
efficient manner. 

One of the many obsolete 
provisions has to do with the 
suffrage. Voting by women is 
not recognized by our state 
constitution, despite the fact 





tion of 1946, the General As- 
sembly of the 1948 is supposed 
to provide for the calling of a 
constitutional convention, 
with the delegates to be elect- 
ed in November, 1949. 

Unless next year’s referend- 
um, is favorable, therefore, it 
will be a very long time in- 
deed before the people of 
Kentucky can have an ade-|be 
quate state constitution.

Chicago, Oct. 21—Research 
is proving increasingly that 
between-meal feeding of milk 
—which long has been a ques- 
tion with physicians and die- 
titians—is not injurious to 
appetite but actually is a stim- 
ulus to growth and better 
health, according to Milton 
Hult, president of the Nation- 
al Dairy Council. 


Comprehensive scientific 
evidence, he declares, was ob- 
tained in an extended pro- 
gram of experiments, carried 
on by Dr. Irving J. Wolman, 
concerning the feeding habits 
of 59 children in a convales- 
cent home: 

“Both pasteurized and hom- 
ogenized milk were used in
